.458 AMERICAN

Just finished reading the note in 
“P. S.” by Fred Hallberg concerning the 
possibility of the bigbore coming back. I 
had the “itch” a couple of years ago for a 
rifle that would shoot the .45 cal. bullet, 
but wanted something that I could scope 
and a weapon with less weight than my 
Model ’95 Marlin in .45/70. I sent a 
Springfield action to P. O. Ackley and he 
installed a 24” barrel in what is called by 
some a .458 X 2” or a .458 American. It’s 


just the .458 African shortened % inch. 
Cases are made out of just about any 


(belted) Magnum case—most of mine were 
made out of .300 H & H and .375 cases. 

I have had more fun. with this wea- 
pon than just about any other that I own. 
I use a Lyman mould 557483 H. P. (bul- 
let) in front of 10.8 grains of Unique and 
it’s the best squirrel rifle I have owned. 
With 53 grains of 4198 behind the Hornady 
300 Grain S. J. bullet it works like a dream 
to about 150 yards or a little better on 
chucks. Of course, with the 350 grain 
jacketed bullet I don’t think there is any- 
thing in North America it won't flatten. 

I had Fajen pick out a straight grained 
Olympic thumb hole stock for this outfit, 
and recoil even with the jacketed bullets 
is not unpleasant. For a hunter working 
heavy timber and blowdowns, where the 
shots are fast and close, this outfit is one, 
in my opinion, that is hard to beat. With 
a Variable Bushnell, I got my groups down 
to 4” at 200 yards. 

I had discussed the “twist” problem 
with Mr. Ackley prior to having the bar- 
rel installed, and we settled on a 1 in 14”, 
and I have been exceedingly pleased with 
the results with all weight bullets tried, 
and the accuracy with extremely reduced 
loads at 25 yards is excellent.

6389-537X! 

Everyone was happy for Tom .. . it 
was a clearcut triumph and he had 
worked hard for it. Yet, something was 
lacking!!! Wildcats reverted to their jun- 
gle deportment and growling ensued when 
the following provision in the program was 
defined—: “Military will compete against 
military; civilian against civilian.” At Per- 
ry, there are various categories, but, as you 
know, there is an overall winner. Not so 
at the 9th Annual Wildcats Smallbore Prone 
Tournament. It seems that “someone” un- 
derestimated the civilians and sought to 
bridle the military competitors, thereby de- 
priving a winner from either category of a 
true victory. Not only did it backfire, but 
it has stirred up a flurry of resentment. 
Had the provision been clarified in the 
program, the 85-90 competitors would have 
dwindled to even fewer and the concern 
over having a military winner would have 
been eliminated. Service shooters don’t 
have to travel that far to compete against 
each other. They could have stayed back 
at Ft. Benning for that . . . And, because 
of a technicality, Tom Guerin will only be 
recognized by Precision Shooting as_ the 
1967 Western Wildcats Champion!!! We 
happen to feel that the best man wins. 
(Anyone care to argue the point?) 

A prediction—: there'll be some 
changes made in 68 . . . Now that the air 
is cleared—: 

It was overcast at the Black Canyon 
range on Thursday and Friday with a pre- 
dominantly fishtailing wind, swinging in 
angle from 5 to 7 o'clock and gaining in 
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momentum as the day wore on. The ab- 
sence of mirage made doping difficult . . . 
Major Tommy Pool, of the U. S. Army 
Marksmanship Unit, lost no time in getting 
with it, commanding a lead in the initial 
50-yd metallic, by Creedmooring Wigger’s 
400-37X, which he held through the first 
day, continuing through the second (day). 
Harlon Carter’s 400-36X was third at 50- 
yds. 

Let us say that our best sleuthing has 
resulted in still incomplete returns on the 
Wildcats story and, in some instances, con- 
flicting scores. Since we are most inter- 
ested in the final outcome, perhaps by fol- 
lowing Tom Guerin’s progress throughout 
the 4-days we can best project the general 
picture (under the circumstances and lack- 
ing further concrete data). 

In the Dewar it was Bruce Meredith— 


400-31X, Margaret Thompson—400-28X, 
and Pool—400-27X .. . Although Guerin 
won but two individual matches, they 


were the rough ones—the 100-yard iron! 
With irons on March 9th, he shot as fol- 
lows: 50-yds—400-32X; Dewar—398-29X; 
100-yd—a winning 400-30X; and 50-me- 
ters—397-28X, about which Tom was not 
happy. He was followed at 100-yds by 
Pool—400-24X, and Gunnarsson—399-31X. 
. . Pool was clean until the meter threw 
him for 2 points. Wigger took it—400-34X 
over Herb Hollister’s 400-31X and a 400- 
28X by Captain Jim Hinkle, USMCR, now 

living in Atlanta. 
In the Thursday Metallic Aggregate, 


it was Tommy Pool—1598-120X; 1/LT 
Margaret Thompson—1597-110X; Lones 
Wigger—1596-128X. High Civilian was 


NRA President Harlon B. Carter, who es- 
tablished a new National Police Record 
with his 1596-114X. Harlon was shooting 
the Sargent-Gibson square action on a Hart 
barrel with Kenyon trigger in a Freeland 
claro walnut stock, which was a gift from 
his “Texas friends”. Ammo? Eley Tenex, 
of course . . . Guerin followed—1595-119X; 
then, Herb  Hollister—1595-117X, and 
Frank R. Boyd, Dover, N. J.—1595-113X. 

Bob Boydston, who has been produc- 
ing outstanding results with the Hensoldt 
Diopter, hit a snafu when a lens became 
loose. He discarded the diopter and shot 
all right for the remainder of the day. The 
president of the Los Angeles Rifle & Re- 
volver Club had a penchant for making 
news during that week in Phoenix, as you 
will note as you read on. 

According to the program, this tourna- 
ment gives “shooters the maximum oppor- 
tunity to establish national records.” We'll 
be interested in seeing whether or not they 
mean it . .. The by-laws do not require 
guests from east of the Mississippi to be 
members of the Western Wildcats Rifle 
Club . Tom Guerin and Frank Boyd 
blasted the Open Record in the 2-man 50- 
meter metallic with an 800-57X! . . . We 
understand that officials are interested in 
having this record recognized. I should 
think that they would (take the appropriate

steps), as several National (2-man team) 
Records are pending due to the contradic- 
tory provisions of the Note to Rule 2.10 


and the last sentence of Rule 17.4. 


Most of you will agree that it is more 
difficult to shoot team with a “pickup” 
partner than with your old club buddy. 
Guerin and Boyd, though, proved to be 
that unusual combination which is just na- 
turally congenial in all respects. Evenly 
matched, they held a brief conference be- 
fore the team firing to make sure that they 
were communicating on the same frequen- 
cy. Tom inquired, “Do you shade or 
click?” Frank replied that he clicks, and 
that he likes to find one condition and 
shoot in it. Tom said, “Man, that’s the 
way I like to shoot,” and away they went. 
They coached each other as though with 
scope and the results were nothing less 
than admirable . Again, we maintain 
that the best score should be recognized 
as such. It is our hope that the rule book 
will be clarified to embrace Rule 2.10 for 
National Record eligibility. 

Friday was S/Sgt Martin Gunnarsson’s 
day, though Frank Boyd was no slouch. 
This was Gunnar’s third consecutive 1600 
with scope and he had the ranking X-count 
of 133 over Boyd’s 1600-128X. Scoring 
1599’s were Pool—142X, and _ civilians 
George Stidworthy—137X, Henry Benson— 
131X, Hollister—129X, and William Ste- 
phens, Sacramento, Calif—127X. Lt Col. 
John C. Raymer, Castle AFB, Calif., had 
3rd high military score with 1598-98X. 
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HOW TO ESTIMATE MUZZLE VELOCITY 


by Peyton Autry 


Handloaders and experimenters are always interested in estimat- 
ing the muzzle velocity of any new load combination. This is es- 
pecially true if the case, bullet weight and caliber combination has 
never been built and chronographed. A reasonably accurate estimat- 
ing method is particularly useful to the experimenter in the initial 
planning and preliminary design of a new cartridge. Not only will 
it avoid many costly mistakes and disappointments, but it will edu- 
cate the designer, enabling him to” optimize his designs to get the 
best combination. Any such method is an estimating system and 
should, of course, be treated as such. When a final design is de- 
termined and then built, it should be either pressure tested or fired 
on the range, working up carefully from reduced loads. 

The method presented here is very simple. It is based on the 
potential energy available in the powder charge, multiplied by the 
thermal efficiency to arrive at the muzzle energy. The muzzle 
velocity is then, of course, derived from the muzzle energy. 

Muzzle energy, M.E. (ft.-lbs.) of a bullet is expressed by the 
following fundamental equation for the energy of a moving body: 


M.E. — % mp Vm (1) 


where, mp, is the mass of the bullet in pounds-mass (bullet weight 
in pounds divided by the acceleration of gravity, 32.2 ft./sec./sec. ) 
and Vm is the muzzle velocity in ft./sec. 

The muzzle energy is also the remaining energy of that poten- 
tially available in the powder charge after isaes through heat and 
friction. The modern high power rifle is about 30% efficient—that is 
to say—30% of the potential energy of the powder charge is available 
at the muzzle, after heat and friction losses. Therefore, muzzle 
energy is also equal to—

M.E. — Ere 


where, Er, is the total or potential energy (ft.-Ibs.) and, e, is the 
thermal efficiency. The total energy is a function of the type and 
the amount (weight) of the powder. Therefore,— 


Er = K Wp 


M.E. = K Were (2) 


where Wp is the powder wt. in grains and K is a constant relating 
to the type of powder known as the “Mechanical Equivalent of 
Heat.” There are two basic types of modem cannister powders in 
use today—single and double ae Single base powders primarily 
consist of nitrocellulose and are better known as the duPont IMR 
series of cannister powders. Double base powders contain a com- 
bination of nitrocellulose and 15 to 20% nitroglycerine. These are 
manufactured by Hercules in their Hi-Vel #2, 2400 and Unique. 
Single base powders have an equivalent of 56.7 calories of energy/ 
grain. onde base powders are 69.7 calories/grain. When these 
equivalents are converted to ft.-lbs. they become “K” values as 
ollows; 


and 


Ks = 175 ft.-lbs./gr. (single base ) 
Kp = 215 ft.-lbs./gr. (double base ) 


The remaining factor in the equation, the thermal efficiency, e, 
is a function of the powder weight, Wp, the bullet weight, Wz, the 
caliber, d, and the expansion volume (total volume of barrel and 
case). The thermal efficiency is also a function of the type of 
powder. In the October 1964 issue of GUNS & GAME, the author 


presented an article entitled “Thermal Efficiency of a Cartridge.” 
This article included curves for several single base and double base 
powders. These plots included all of the above variables. For 
various types of the same powder base the variation of, e, was very 
slight. The difference, however, between single and double base 
powder was in the order of about 4%. This does not necessarily 
mean that one powder is a better powder than another—it simply 
means that they have different thermal efficiencies. For example, 


while double base powder has less thermal efficiency it also has a_ 


higher, K, value (more energy per pound). Fig. 1 of the referenced 
article is a plot which can be used to determine the thermal effi- 
ciency, e. Thermal efficiency is plotted against the following expres- 
sion for both basic powders.

It will be noted that the lower value is merely the sectional _ 


density, Wp/d2. 
Now, the energy available from the powder at the muzzle—the 


same energy delivered to the bullet may now be equated, in order 


to solve for the muzzle velocity, Equation (1) then becames equal 
to equation (2).

The expression is then put into more usable terms by putting bullet 
weight into terms of grains rather than mass pounds.

b. Total volume of bore and case (cu. in.) 

c. Bullet weight (grs.) 

d. Powder type (single or double base—select K value) 

e. Powder weight ( grs. )

Tom Guerin had been catapulted to a 
fantastic 3-point lead in the Grand Aggre- 
gate. His 3-day total was 4792-364X. A 
3194-242X gave him the Metallic Sight 
Championship. His winning Saturday Ag- 
gregate score was a superb 1599-123X. 
Closest man to him was Captain Bruce 
Meredith with 1597-118X, then Wigger— 
1596-122X ... Bob Boydston had acquired 
a new Hensoldt Diopter from Al Freeland 
and placed second civilian with 1595-129X. 
Bob Holtzman, of Phoenix, was next with 
1593-105X, and Martin Gunnarsson was 
third military with 1592-110X. 4th Civil-

Arriving at the final day of this pre-

and. time was called, Wigger had two 
rounds remaining. On the second. stage, 
8 or 9 minutes had elapsed before he fired 
a sighter. He went for record at about 12 


minutes with 10X’s in 11 shots. The con- 
dition (in which he was shooting) was 
then “gone with the wind”. Some de- 


clare that Lones doesn’t have a nerve in 
his body. It is certain that if he has, they 
are no problem to him. With 9 shots left 
to go, he waited . . . apparently for the 
precise feel of the wind. Part of the time, 
he didn’t look through the scope. He 
just waited . . . while everyone else be- 
came nervous. At last, with the passage 
of 18% minutes, Lones Wigger resumed 
firing—-at a staccato tempo. He made it, 
with 10 seconds to spare. His score? 
400-36X and a winner! Crowding him 
were Gunnarsson and Pool, scoring 35X 
and 34X, respectively, 


The meter was exciting. At this point, 
a foregone conclusion could _ topple. 
Anything can happen at 50-meters in the 
wind. Also, Wigger had picked up a point 
on Guerin, and with Wig’s X-count, Tom 
did not dare relax his vigil. And, don’t 
forget Ingemar Gunnarsson. He was 
shooting for a 3200 with scope! . . . Wig- 
ger was having a ball. If an X was a bit 
rough, he merely polished it up (or in) with 
the next shot, then turned and winked at 
his audience. He won it with a 400-37X, 
flanked by Herb Hollister’s 400-36X, and 
a 34X by Chet Beasley of Mandan, North 
Dakota. 


Four days of shooting takes a lot out 
of one, and as with all such highly com- 
petitive tournaments the  finis signaled 
cheers and tears (of the figurative var- 
iety), TOM GUERIN coasted in for the 
Wildcat Championship!!! LONES WIG- 
GER, the runner-up, established a 
new National Any Sight Aggregate Rec- 
ord, both Open and Service, with a 1600- 
151X!!!. . . Although MARTIN I, GUN- 
NARSSON lost his 3200 at 50-meters, he 
has adequate cause to celebrate. With a 
really outstanding 3199-278X he not only 
won the Wildcats Any Sight Champion- 
ship, but now holds the National Open and 
Service Records for that course of fire. 
George Stidworthy’s 3199-277X has seemed 
practically indestructible. Gunnarsson fell 
heir to Bill Krilling’s prone Anschutz when 
Bill got orders to you-know-where, and 
has been doing such an exceptional job 
with it that you might not suspect that the 
Olympic bronze medalists’s forte is 300- 
meters. 


A pace behind Gunnarsson in the Any 
Sight Championship were George  Stid- 
worthy, (who still holds the civilian rec- 
ord), scoring 3198-275X, and William Ste- 
phens with 3198-257X. Bill has shot very 
little in the past few years, so that was 
quite an achievement for him. Besides, 
he’s a nice fellow. 


By the time you read this, Wigger, 
who competed in Phoenix at his own ex- 


pense, will be on his way toward establish- 
ing a beachhead in Vietnam. For his new 
Any Sight Aggregate Record, Anschutz and 
the last of that especially hot lot of R-50 
share in the glory. 

The Saturday-Sunday Aggregate went 
to Tom Guerin’s 3198-255X, trailed by 
Meredith—3197-243X and Wigger—3196- 
273X ... They also followed Guerin in 
the Wildcats Metallic Sight Champion-~ 
ship, but in reverse order—Wigger—3192- 
256X; Meredith—3191-225X. 

Margaret Thompson, who shared _ star 
billing in the World Championships with 
Gary Anderson, won Wildcat High Lady 
honors over National Woman’s Champion 
Inez Sargent. Margaret’s Grand Agg. score 
is still unconfirmed and Inez’ score has not 
been reported. Additionally, there is a 
rumor to the effect that each of them may 
receive a High Lady award in her parti- 
cular category. 

Following Guerin and Wigger in the 
Wildcats Championship were Bruce Mere- 
Vith—6388-475X; Tommy  Pool—6384- 
520X; Herb Hollister—6382-493X; Frank 
R. Boyd—6382-487X; William J. Grater. 
6380-457X. 

Expert winner was Edwin  Reiten, 
NRA Director and NBRSA Life Member 
from. Cooperstown, N. Dak., with 6337- 
414X Sharpshooter honors went to 
Keith H. Odenweller, Executive Officer of 
the Los Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club, 
for a 6291-339X. Keith’s son, Donald K. 
Odenweller, was High Junior (based on the 
Saturday-Sunday Aggregate) with a 3182- 
201X. A junior with a future, his 4-day 
aggregate was 6355-404X. 

To recognize another National Open 
and Service Record, on March 11th in the 
2-man 50-meter any sight match, Gunnars- 
son fired a 400-36X and Margaret Thomp- 
son, a 400-34X, for an 800-70X. 

A few years ago I commented to you 
that Tom Guerin is no “flash in the pan.” 
In 1963 he placed third in the Wildcats 
6400, behind George Stidworthy and Ed 
Caygle, and ahead of Lones Wigger and 
Bill Krilling, who were tied for 4th on 
points and X’s ... He is the 1966 Arizona 
State Smallbore Prone Champion by vir- 
tue of sweeping all three aggregates. Even 
though that was fired on Phoenix’ South 
Mountain range, Tom undoubtedly learned 
a great deal about doping the desert cur- 
rents which was of value on the Black 
Canyon range. 

Major Robert Findley, USAF, (Ret.), 
of El Paso, Texas, is the new President of 
the Western Wildcats. Vice-president is 
Tom Guerin, Jack and Elizabeth Baker of 
Prescott, Ariz., are Executive Officer and 
Secretary-Treasurer. Herb Hollister was 
re-elected as a Director, the two new Di- 
rectors being Harlon Carter, Garden Grove, 
Calif... and George Cooper, Manhattan, 
Montana. 


FETE TE ete te 


Back in Tarheel country, they appre- 
ciate the feats a man can perform with a 


rifle and his right to own that rifle. It’s 
been quite a while since I’ve seen a news- 
paper photo of a shooting event which ‘so 
impressed me as the one in the Asheville 
paper spotlighting the winners in the 
North Carolina State Smallbore Champion- 
ship in late 1966. Being of the conviction 
that a good picture is worth much more 
than any number of words, I held up the 
story on that shoot until we were able to 
share the photo with you. Getting a glossy 
print wasn’t an easy matter as we couldn't 
remember the name of the newspaper in 
Asheville—so, it took a little time. The 
phetographer was Ewart Ball, III, and to 
him, a “well done.” 


It was nip ’n’ tuck between World 
English Match Champ Warrant Qfficer 
David I. Boyd, Il, USMC, and Captain 
David Ross, III, who was about to make 
the transition from being a valued member 
of the U. S. Army Marksmanship Training 
Unit to becoming a civilian in Woodbury, 
N. Y. We all enjoyed The Rifleman. arti- 
cle by Dave Ross. 

Top civilian contenders were the new 
Resident Champion, Dr. Robert B. Kenner- 
ly, of Asheville, and John R. Tucker, Ro- 
anoke, Virginia, who was second civilian 
master, 


With irons, Boyd won the 50-yd— 
400-29X, followed by Ross—399-28X, and 
Dec Kennerly, as high civilian—398-27X. . . 
It was Boyd again with a 398-27X at 50- 
meters; Ross—398-27X; and Tucker’s 397- 
21X as high civilian score . . . Dr. Kenner- 
ly took the Dewar with 400-23X; Boyd— 
399-23X; Ross—398-22X; and civilian, 
Jack D, Lane, Erwin, Tenn.—396-18X . . . 
A 394-14X win in the rough 100-yd match 
gave Dave Ross the Metallic Aggregate. 
His 1589-91X led Boyd’s 1587-98X. On 
the civilian side of the ledger, Kennerly 
was first—1579-83X, and Tucker, second 
with 1562-64X, 


Four possibles at 100-yds any reflected 
the early morning calm as Dr. Kennerly 
paced the field with 34X’s, Boyd—33X, 
J. Eric Sundstrom, Jr.—28X, and Tucker— 
26X ... The any sight Dewar went to 
Mark Humpbhreyille, an expert from Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., and the son of our good 
friend, well-known Gilbert Humphreville. 
Mark’s 400-27X was the only clean score, 
He and Eric Sundstrom, who was second 
with 399-33X, arrived just for the scope 
matches . . . At 50-meters, it was Kenner- 
ly—400-36X, Ross—400-35X, Boyd—400- 
34X, and Tucker—400-32X, . . Kennerly’s 
400-34X gave him his 3rd match of the 
day along with the Any Sight Aggregate, 
At 50-yds, he topped Boyd’s 400-33X, and 
400-32X’s by Tucker and Expert Frank 
Haskell, Decatur, Ga. Dr. Kennerly’s 
winning Agg. was 1599-132X, followed by 
Boyd — 1599-130X; Ross — 1597-119X; 
'Tucker—1597-111X; and Sundstrom— 
1596-119X.

An added feature was the 4-position 
any sight match which went to Dave Ross 
for a 195-8X.

Two of the most colorful duelists in 
the shooting game were “en garde” at the 
12th Annual Silver Dollar Round-Up Feb- 
ruary 10th, llth, and 12th. It might be 
said that each brings out hidden talent in 
the other, and to such an extent that— 
where they are, that’s where the action is. 
To add to the suspense, this was their first 
outdoor encounter since before CAPTAIN 
PRESLEY W. KENDALL left for duty in 
Vietnam, and the last, until CAPTAIN 
LONES W. WIGGER, JR., returns from 
his tour of matching wits with the Viet 
Cong. 

Former USA MTU _ teammates, and 
now members of the U. S. Army Interna- 
tional Rifle Team, they both “made the 
scene” at their own expense. Listen well, 
you other taxpayers. This is devotion! 
It isn’t all gravy. The simple fact is that 
they both love to shoot. It is that quality 
more than any other which has placed U. S. 
rifle shooters in the enviable position which 
they now occupy among the world elite. 

(We can only pray that they all re- 
turn safely from the war zone, since the 
subversive element in this country has in- 
fluenced the arm chair “commanders” in 
Washington to hold back on hitting with 
our full might the Communist aggressors 
who have a history of invading country 
after country. Let’s face it—: the only 
way to win is to win—and the sooner, the 
better.) 

By the time Wigger arrived in Win- 
ter Haven, Pres Kendall was already going 
strong. Starting out slowly with a 394-15 
for 8th place in the prone phase of the ISU 
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3-position metallic matches, Kendall took 
the Kneeling with a 391, and his 364 was 
third in the Standing. His 1149 gave him 
a sizeable lead in the Aggregate, in front of 
Captain Bruce Meredith and 1/LT Mar- 
garet Thompson, of MTU, who had 1142’s. 


Some problems had developed in his 
porne Anschutz so on Friday afternoon 
Pres gambled with a major switch—that 
is, he switched the barrel and action from 
his position stock to his prone stock. Fan- 
tasticP Yet, by some miracle, it worked. 

Scores were running high as Kendall’s 
400-36X at 50-yds ranked 5th and Wig- 
ger’s 400-28X was 15th . . . Kendall took 
the meter with a 400-37X as Wigger fin- 
ished 4th—400-35X. . . Undoubtedly, there 
were visions of a repeat performance on 
the dueling ground which Bill Krilling 
made famous two years ago with the first 
3200 in history . . . It was windy, how- 
ever, and Kendall was caught in the De- 
war, which Wigger won—400-33X 
Pres cleaned the 100-yd—400-26X for 4th, 
as Lones lost a point. 

We could give you a more complete 
stack of winners had Ken Recker not 
neglected to send me a bulletin. So, if 
your name isn’t listed, blame him. 

This was Pres Kendall’s introduction 
to Eley Tenex. He is impressed—: “That 
Eley is the answer. It really shoots tough. 
It’s a double megaton. It groups well, 
bucks wind well, and has a velocity of 200- 
feet less than at 100-yds” .... 

The Metallic Aggregate was Kendall’s 
round, as he came through on top of four 
1599’s. With 131X’s, he led Wigger’s 
126X, Major Tommy Pool’s 125X, and 
Marine W/O David Boyd’s 124X. 

There was only an X difference be- 
tween the three top teams in the 2-man 
Dewar—presumably with any sights. The

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BENCH REST 
TEAM MATCHES PROPOSED 


By John H. Bunch 


In most countries of the world that 
engage in competitive shooting, the Team 
Match has an honored place and is one of 
the highlights of competitions. It seems 
to generate more enthusiasm and enjoy- 
ment among both the shooters and specta- 
tors than any other match. 


At the U. S. National Rifle and Pistol 
Matches at Camp Perry each year the team 
matches seem to be the highlight of the en- 
tire Matches. 

I and others like myself feel that team 
matches have a place in Bench Shooting 
and would add something to the sport, 
something that could be enjoyed by all 
and bring more interest to the Game. 

I here propose a Team Match at the 
National Varmint Championship Matches 
this year, to be shot under the following 
rules and conditions: 

RULES FOR NATIONAL BENCHREST 
TEAM MATCHES (PROPOSED) 
CLASS: Team matches will be fired 

in the Heavy Varmint class. The match 
will be fired in conjunction with the Na- 
tional Championships. 

COORDINATOR: The match coor- 
dinator will be the Regional Director of 
the team having possession of the trophy 
(for 1967 the Gulf Coast Director will serve 
as coordinator). The coordinator may also 
be a firing member of a team. 

TEAMS: Teams will be composed of 
four firing members and a team captain 
(who may be one of the firing members). 
Teams will be classified as Regional, State 
or Club. All members of a team must be 
from respective Region, State or Club. 

ENTRIES: All entries, including team 
names and names of firing members, will be 
turned in to Match Coordinator prior to first 
record match. 

DISQUALIFICATION: Any member 
of a team disqualified during the match 
will disqualify their team. 

AWARDS: A _ revolving trophy will 
be awarded by the Texas Bench Rest 
Shooters Association. The winning team 
will return the trophy to the next National 
Shoot for competition. 

STATISTICAL: Team Captains will 
appoint a committee to figure the team ag- 
gregate. (NO MEASURING OF TAR- 
GETS OR POSTING OF SCORES WILL 
BE DONE BY THE COMMITTEE.) The 
official score sheet as posted by the Match 
Statistical Section will be final. The Com- 
mittee will figure team aggregates only 
from the match score board. 

WINNER: The winning team will be 
that team having the smallest minute-of- 
angle (MOA) Team aggregate. A_ plate 
with winner and date will be attached (to 
the trophy). The winning team will be 
presented the trophy, and declared the Na- 
tional Benchrest Team Champions.

tion, I am now what you might call rabid 
on the subject. 

This particular carton, one of a lot of 
hot Remington Rifle Match, either had 
been dropped twice, or else had hit so hard 
the first time that it bounced. Near one 
end, wrinkles on all four walls of the con- 
tainer indicated that this end had _ struck 
squarely and very hard, while at the other 
end a badly wrinkled corner indicated an- 
gularity in descent without benefit of para- 
chute. Having subsequently had cause to 
study these wrinkles, in the future I’ll know 
how to judge whether ammo has _ been 
abused before reaching my possession. 

In the present adventure it was mere, 
blind chance that the first described end 
was the one which was opened for use, and 
it was the fact that three rounds could not 
be chambered which called attention to

the wrinkled state of the cardboard. con- 
tainer. They could not be chambered be- 
cause deeper than normal seating of the 
bullets, evidently due to fall, had expanded 
the case mouths a couple of thousandths. 

Notwithstanding the above named ir- 
regularities I lost respectively only one and 
two points while firing the first two boxes, 
This firing was done with Rig-coated bul- 
lets. Nonetheless the fact that three rounds 
could not be chambered led to suspicion 
that perhaps some bullets were out of true, 
So at this stage I conceived and proceeded 
to employ the idea of sizing each round as 
the block was loaded. My sizing die con- 
sisted of a drilled hole in 9/16” stock, said 
hole having been cleaned out with a cham- 
ber reamer until a bullet nose would pro- 
ject about 1/16” before pressure was 
needed to push the cartridge through to 
rim contact. 

With sized rounds the next three boxes 
gave three 400’s in a row. Then, over 
confident, and crediting my good luck to 
bullet sizing, I quit Rig-coating bullets. 

Experience with the remainder of the 
carton seemed to prove that leaving off 
the Rig was a bad mistake. Not only had 
this particular carton been badly bruised, 
but also, as I was later to suspect, there 
was something wrong with the factory

lubricant. On most of the bullets was a 
hard lump of it on the nose or cone of the 
bullet, which lump, if it were due, as I 
suspected, to overheating in transit, might 
indicate that where lubricant was most 
needed the surface was dry. 


Whether a bullet in flight will shed 
alump of hard grease I do not know. But 
rather than have tipping occur I always 
wipe off the excess with my finger. So 
now, as I had ceased coating with Rig and 
| was wiping off the coarse lumps, possibly 
“thore than the last half of the carton was 
: fired with dry bullets, though I was still 
peretully sizing each round. The result, 
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after the above mentioned clean targets 
had been fired, was that I lost one or two 
points per box until only one box remained. 


The remaining last box came from the 
corner of the carton that had been badly 
crumpled. At the time it was fired there 
was no wind, no mirage, and as usual in 
50 yard practice I was firing 10 shots on a 
bull. Did they go in? Emphatically no! 
I lost 9 points at 50 yards. On the sight- 
er they spread from 10-ring to 9-ring at 
8 o'clock, and on the first record bull did 
just the reverse. On the next record bull 
6 of 7 consecutive shots made a pinwheel

hole that was too small to take a lead 
pencil, while the second shot of this same 
seven was a 9 so wide that it cut the 9- 
ring in two at 8 o'clock. 
last two bulls were just as crazy. 

As to diagnosis, I now believe that 
not the fall, but chamber throat leading 
due to insufficient lubrication accounted 
for such irrational behavior. On every 
bull there was evidence of grouping, but 
no system with regard to place, just as 
happens when lead is building up in the 
chamber throat and, regardless of one click 
per shot, the group center does not move 
until the lead accumulation has been shot

out, 

Unfortunately this was not my opinion 
then, for I was still under the spell of bul- 
let sizing, and besides the evidence was 
not all in. So next time, having opened 
up another carton and still not suspecting 
a leaded chamber throat, I was optimistic. 
But again I depended on bullet sizing in- 
stead of bullet Rigging. On the sighter 
there was no response to holding or click- 
ing until after I had fired 10 or more 
shots. Then they began to go in, and in 
40 shots for record I lost only the first one. 

But now I knew, or thought I knew, 
what chip the bug was under. Undoubt- 
edly the chamber throat had become lead- 
ed by eight boxes of ammo whose bullets 
had shed their lubricant due to overheat- 
ing. So I scoured the chamber thoroughly 
with a wire brush and resolved to there- 
after lubricate my bullets. Since then, in 
twelve times over the 50 yard course with 
iron, never twice on the same day, and 
winter shooting outdoors, I have lost eight 
points. 

Now what are the conclusions reached 
as result of experience with what was ap- 


parently abused ammunition? There are 
two which I consider important. First, by 
inspection for wrinkles on the carton one 
may judge whether the carton has had a 
damaging fall: For example, having ac- 
quired another shipment, I removed from 
each carton the boxes adjacent to dented 
comers and segregated them, eight boxes 
in all, for use in practice shooting only. 

Next, by distribution of the bullet lu- 
bricant possibly one may judge whether 
overheating has occurred. Maybe the af- 
firmative is the rule because there is so 
much window glass in present-day cars that 
140° temperatures in the sun are common, 
If the lubricant is lumped on the bullet one 
may be fairly certain there is not enough 
grease at the place where it is needed most. 
So, as one may not be sure about this, the 
wise course is to lubricate all bullets that 
fired in tournaments, beginning with the 
first fouler. The purpose is to prevent the 
deposit of lead in the chamber throat. As 
to wiping off lumped hard factory grease, 
I admit having no definite knowledge for 
guidance, but I prefer to do so. 

Now something about the underlying 
theory. Because a lead bullet is involved, 
I believe that .22 LR accuracy begins in 
the chamber throat. That is the place 
where the bullet is tapered down to bore 
size. If lead adheres to the throat wall 
then the next bullet is going to enter the 
rifled bore with a shape differing from 
that of its predecessor, and succeeding bul- 
lets will acquire still different shapes. Per- 
haps changing of bullet shape in this man- 
ner is what is occurring when one takes a 
click after every shot without causing any 
change in the point of impact. Again, 
maybe a temporary lead deposit was the 
cause when one bad bull has spoiled an

otherwise pretty target. On the other 
hand changing weather conditions more 
likely were the cause of such misfortune; 
nevertheless it is better to provide addition- 
al lubrication than trust to luck. 

Further as to advantage of Rigging 
bullets let me quote some figures for the 
Illinois-State Smallbore in 1964. On iron- 
sight day I coated the bullets of all rounds 
with Rig. On any-sight day I fired them 
just as they came out of the carton. The 
most significant figures are: 


IRON SIGHTS 
3 20-shot strings at 50 yards 
3 20-shot strings at 100 yards lost 1 point 
SCOPE SIGHTS (No Rig) 
3 20-shot strings at 50 yards lost 8 points 
3 20-shot strings at 100 yards lost 12 points 
As weather conditions were about the 
same on both days, and ordinarily my any- 
sight scores exceed the iron, these figures 
seem to speak in favor of Rigged bullets. 
Further in this matter, at my last tour- 
nament of the year 1966 I carefully Rigged 
every round that I fired that day, and also,

at conclusion of every 20-shot stage I 
pushed a wire brush into the chamber 
throat. As competitors hung targets and 
scored too, it seemed that I scarcely had a 
breathing spell all day. As to the out- 
come, modesty compels me to say only 
that it was not all “love’s labor lost.” 


To Rig bullets is not really a time con- 
suming job. Simply squeeze onto the fore- 
finger of one hand a small gob of the 
grease, and with thumb and forefinger of 
the other hand roll the cartridge with the 
cylindrical surface of the bullet barely in 
contact with the grease. In a pinch one 
can smear some Rig on the cotton of the 
Hoppes jar and rotate the bullet against it 
at the time of loading. 


Greasy rounds in the loading block na- 
turally make a greasy mess. So to keep 
grit out of the bore keep the cover of the 
loading block closed when the block is not 
in use. Rig or not it is also well to occa- 
sionally ream out the holes in the block 
with a 7/64” drill.
